Concern Info: Kurtz Swartz emailed and sent two pictures of fugitive ASR dust wafting out of a loadout area of the Advanced Metals 
USA building. The loadout is supposedly from a baghouse with 99% control efficiency but the dust was <20% opacity. 
Swartz stated that the dust hovers around and will linger in nearby neighborhoods. Swartz also remarked that the dust 
issues are the worst at or after dusk. 


Concern Comments: SharePoint #8624 


| arrived to the facility at approximately 4:58 p.m. and drove around the accessible perimeter to conduct cursory 
observations. There was no fugitive particulate matter nor excessive odor wafting out of the facility property boundaries. | 
noticed two employees working on the east side of the outside of the building where the ASR process begins. One 
employee was using a forklit to transfer material to and from a dumpster. On the north side of the building, | noticed a 
new conveyor in the parking lot that was not set up yet. | drove to E 14th St to observe the facility from the south side. | 
observed the baghouse and conveyor until 5:20 p.m. but did not notice anything unusual. | drove downwind of the facility 
by entering the Barton County Health Department parking lot, and | did not detect excessive odor. | drove back to E 14th 
St at 5:28 p.m. and the conveyor and baghouse started up at 5:30 p.m. sharp. There was noticeable metal dust flying off 
the top of the conveyor that empties into the rolloff dumpster below. It appeared that most of the dust was dropping into 
the dumpster, but every 5 seconds the conveyor made a banging noise and some particulates would get knocked into 
the wind and disperse quickly. | stayed on E 14th St to observe the conveyor until 5:46 p.m., at which point | ended the 
investigation. 


On March 29, 2024 Doug King called our office to inquire about the status of the permit application he was to submit in 
response to concern 8077. | informed King about my recent investigations. King stated that the facility was working to 
mitigate its dust issues with the south conveyor. | told King | would reach out to APCP to check for documentation of an 
application. On April 3, 2024 | contacted the APCP and they later confirmed that they had received an application from 
Advanced Metals USA. This was a construction permit application rather than a permit applicability determination 
request, meaning that the consultancy working for Advanced Metals may suspect the facility is above de minimis. 


| called Kurt Swartz on April 3, 2024 to inform him of my recent investigative findings. Swartz stated that he was grateful 
for the department's contribution to the facility's compliance and that he believes Advanced Metals is improving their dust 
issues. 


| did not observe any violations during this investigation. No action is required.

Before | ended the investigation, | drove by the truck repair area that Allen White owned 
near his house. | spoke with an employee of White's, discussed the reason for my visit, and took a picture of a nearby 
trade waste pile. The employee stated that this was one of the piles that Bailey Dietz had addressed during her 
investigation (see concern #7156). This pile had not been burned per Dietz's request. | thanked the employee for his time 
then | ended the investigation at 10:07 a.m.

Rick McLain was assisting two 
contractors, Ethan Rogers and Jessie Peal, load a truck onto a trailer. | explained the reason for my visit and told McLain 
that | could wait for him to finish loading the truck before addressing the violations. While | was waiting, a burn pile 
southeast of me consisting of roughly 25 cubic yards of demolition waste and vegetative waste was actively smoldering. 
There was about 10 cubic yards of clean fill sitting next to a dump truck north of the burn pile. 


At 9:06 a.m., | provided my credentials to McLain and | began a conversation about the legality of the demolition project. 
| informed McLain that burning demolition waste was a prohibited activity per 10 CSR 10-6.045 state regulations. McLain 
stated that Greene County allowed him to conduct the project. McLain was initially reluctant to speak with me as he had 
encountered another department team member earlier that week. | clarified that my focus was on the situation at hand, 
not on what any coworker or county official had told McLain. McLain stated that Ethan Rogers had received express 
permission from the resource management section of Greene County to throw the demolished house waste on the burn 
pile. At 9:21 a.m., while standing next to McLain, | called the building regulations department at Greene County to inquire 
about their policy. The officials over the phone remarked that they approve of demolition projects under the context of 
state and federal regulations, meaning that the activities at the property in question were in compliance with neither 
county nor state regulations. 


After the phone conversation, | summarized the provisions of 10 CSR 10-6.045 to McLain. | requested that McLain sign 
the Air Pollution Violation Acknowledgement letter after | handed him a copy of PUB2047, “Facts on Open Burning." 
McLain stated that he had already been planning on disposing of the burned demolition waste in a landfill. Because a 
dump truck was already on site, it seemed McLain would address that requirement as soon as possible. | told McLain I'd 
maintain contact with him until | received proof of proper disposal, | thanked him for his time, then | left the site at 9:36 
a.m. On April 10, 2024 McLain provided a screenshot of the landfill receipt and a photo of his cleaned up property.

The CP responded to my questions stating that no other agencies had been contacted regarding this concern 
and that the burning had ceased on Wednesday (4/10/24). It was indicated in the e-mail that the burning, when active, 
could be viewed from the CP's address, Highway 61, North Lincoln Drive, and Estates Drive. It was stated that if the 
burning started back up | or another member of the office would be notified. It was also specified that the source of 
concern was 681 N Lincoln Drive. 


MSC 4/17/2024: | investigated the source of concern by driving down Estates Drive, | did not see any smoke, burn piles, 
or observe any odors. | then drove up North Lincoln Drive till the road ceased. Maps indicated that 681 N north Lincoln 
was located here, but | saw no signage. At this location it appears that land clearing is being conducted, although there 
was no activity while | was on site. Wooded areas prevented view of the entire property. | did not see any smoke or burn 
piles but did observe an odor smelling like a Campfire. Wind direction was difficult to determine as it was gusty, but the 
odor could be detected on North Lincoln Drive and on Highway 61 between my area of observation and the Cuiver River. 
| attempted to see if any evidence of burning could be seen north of the source of concern and made observations from 
NorthStar drive, nothing was detected here. 


MSC 4/18/2024: | spoke to both the Concerned Party, Barb Bielby about my findings and the SoC representative Mike 
Cannon of Cannon Excavation and General Contractors. Parcel data shows that Cannon Excavation CO LLC is the 
property owner of 681 N Lincoln Drive. | told the CP to please reach out if future burning occurs. | will explain that if only 
vegetative waste is being burned, current evidence shows that this is within Missouri Open Burning Regulations. 


With information and communication With Mike Cannon the following was determined about the burning: 


Commercial operations where vegetative waste originates offsite. 

less than 80 cubic yards is being burned per week. 

This is not an ozone non-attainment area. 

Mike stated that the fire department is called before burning and only trees are being burned. Burning does not occur 
within 200 yards within any structure not owned by the property. | also mentioned that burning should only take place 
between sunrise and sunset. Based on information an air curtain incinerator (ACI) is not required.

April 23rd 2024: | drove out to the site Tuesday with two other inspectors: Shannon Hambrick from the Solid Waste unit, 
and Josh Segretto from the Water Pollution Control unit. We arrived to the property around 10 AM. It was cloudy about 
59 degrees and 60% humidity. We pulled into the first/lower part of the property and looked to see if anyone was around. 
We found no one. We then drove to the house under construction further along the driveway. We arrived and saw a man 
who identified himself as an electrician and told us Ryan, the owner, was not present but might be down near the garage 
we passed on our way up the property. | was getting back into the car when Josh pointed out a burn pile near the 
driveway. The burn pile has metal saw blades, metal truss plates, and lumber scraps that were all burnt. The burn pile 
had dirt covering it. This fire had construction waste put in it at some point. We then traveled down to the garage and 
knocked on the door around 10:10 AM. No one answered. We then left the property to return to the office.

The following was submitted on the Department's online concern form: 


"What is the rule on what kind of trash you can burn (like in a big brush pile burn)? Here is my situation, | drive by a 
house that has a big pile of trash/junk down in a ravine that is burnt every week maybe every two weeks usually at night/ 
dusk and when it burns it puts off a big black cloud of smoke the entire time it burns not just at the start. | think the guy 
helps/ part owner in a junk removal company. Think the company is (JW Show-Me Junk) but not totally sure. | didn't think 
you could burn the trash/junk if you made money off of it, thought you had to depose of it at a junk yard. Also, | have 
noticed the ravine that he burns in the water shed goes right into some one's pond/lake. Just hate to see stuff like this 
burn and put off a smelly/ big thick cloud of black smoke. Thanks ALot" 


- 4/1/24 SJH - Drove to the site with Lemma Zewdie (Air Pollution) and Tate Kitchell (intern). We were taking pictures 
and assisting Heather Johnson (not present, Water Pollution). We arrived on site by 10 am. and met Will Elbert (owner). 
On the southern section, a natural drainage ditch ran through Will's property. Clean fillWwaste concrete could be seen in 
the ditch. A partially burned brush pile could be seen, in the same ditch. This ditch ran to the bottom of the property line, 
where a natural drainage continued on the adjoining property. Through the trees, a larger body of water could be seen. 
The dry creek/drainage seemed to be going toward this larger body of water. At the time of the investigation, there was 
not a continuous stream of water moving through the ditch. A small ponding of water was observed near the partially 
burned brush pile. 


We spoke with Mr. Elbert regarding the original concern, which stated that demolition wastes had been burned at the 
site. He was eager to be of assistance and was very open about the fact that he had burned some demolition wastes a 
couple of weeks prior to our visit. Mr. Elbert stated that he had burned some insulation along with other demolition 
wastes that he had pulled from a work site. Lemma and | explained that wastes from other sites could not be brought to 
his property to be burned, and that construction/demolition wastes should not be burned. Mr. Elbert stated that he was 
unaware of these regulations and that he would stop burning unacceptable wastes from his clean-out jobs. He 
recounted that, previously (a couple of years ago), he had been in business with a friend, and that this business cleaned 
out wastes from structures. Mr. Elbert stated that this business had been defunked since his business partner moved 
out of state a few years ago. 


Lemma, Tate and | walked the border of the property to see where water moved on site and to see if any other wastes 
could be seen. On the north side of the house, scrap metals were gathered in an old vehicle, in an old emptied chemical 
tote, and stacked around that area. Lemma Zewdie and | gave Mr. Elbert handouts on open burning/regulations, 
managing construction and demolition wastes, managing recovered materials, managing residential waste and mosquito 
control.

Concern Info: On April 9, 2024, the Northeast Regional Office was contacted by Environmental Emergency Response staff. EER staff 

stated that they recieved a call about David Wood demolishing a mobile home located at 108 Trails West, Lot 8, New 
Franklin. EER staff stated that Mr. Wood is demolishing the mobile home while living in it. EER staff also stated that he is 
burning the demolition waste inside the mobile home or very close to it.
